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ABSTRACT 

Nine species of angiosperm viz., Arthraxon hispidus (Thunb.) Makino, Cardamine flexuosa With., Eragrostis patula (Kunth) 
Steud., Ipomoea triloba L., Ischaemum bombaiense Bor, Mitracarpus hirtus (L.) DC., Sida mysorensis Wight & Arn., Solarium 
aculeatissimum Jacq. and S. sisymbriifolium Lam. are reported for the first time from the state of Chhattisgarh. 
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INTRODUCTION 

During the floristic survey of Chhattisgarh state during the 
year 2012-2014, author came across with nine species of 
angiosperm viz. Arthraxon hispidus (Thunb.) Makino, Car¬ 
damine flexuosa With., Eragrostis patula (Kunth) Steud., 
Ipomoea triloba L„ Ischaemum bombaiense Bor, Mitra¬ 
carpus hirtus (L.) DC., Sida mysorensis Wight & Arn., 
Solanum aculeatissimum Jacq. and S. sisymbriifolium Lam. 
which are hitherto unrecorded for the state (Verma & al, 
1993; Mudgal & al„ 1997; Singh & al„ 2001; Khanna & al, 
2001; Khanna & al„ 2005; Khanna & Jha, 2005; Khanna 
& al., 2009; Mujaffar & al., 2013; Tiwari, 2014; Tiwari & 


Ansari, 2014). Therefore, these are reported here as new 
additions to the angiosperm flora of Chhattisgarh. The 
specimens cited are deposited in herbarium of Botanical 
Survey of India, Central Regional Centre, Allahabad (BSA).

Flowering and Fruiting: September - February. 
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Habitat: Growing in rocky crevices along the hilly 
slopes in moist deciduous forests. 

Distribution: Madhya Pradesh, Peninsular India and 
North East India. 

Specimen examined: Chhattisgarh, Korea district, 
Katkona forest range, 07.10.2012, R. K. Singh 69256. 

Notes: Earlier reported from Mandla district of Madhya 
Pradesh. 

2. Cardamine flexuosa With., Arr. Brit. PL, ed. 3, 3: 578.

2001. (Brassicaceae) 

Flowering and Fruiting: January-July. 

Habitat: Growing on moist wet forests floor and along 
stream beds. 

Distribution: Assam, Himachal Pradesh, Jammu & 
Kashmir, Jharkhand, Manipur, Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh 
and West Bengal. 

Specimen examined: Chhattisgarh, Korea district, 
Amritdhara sacred groove, near water falls, 28.02.2014, 
R. K. Singh 72870. 

Notes: Earlier reported from Dhar and Jhabua districts 
of Madhya Pradesh.

Flowering and Fruiting: May-November. 

Habitat: Growing along sloppy areas of hills in forests. 
Distribution: Peninsular India. 

Specimen examined: Chhattisgarh, Korea district, 
Bhadi forest range, 09.10.2012, R. K. Singh 69363. 

Notes: Earlier reported from Damoh, Chhatarpur and 
Hoshangabad districts of Madhya Pradesh. 

4. Ipomoea triloba L.,Sp. PL 1:161.1753. (Convolvulaceae) 
Flowering and Fruiting: October-February. 

Habitat: Twining on hedges in shady places along 
edges of forests and also trailing on forests floor. 

Distribution: Andhra Pradesh, Jammu & Kashmir, 
Gujarat, Karnataka, Kerala, Maharashtra, Rajasthan, Tamil 
Nadu, Uttarakhand, Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal. 

Specimen examined: Chhattisgarh, Korea district, 
Chanwarid and forest range, 23.02.2014, R. K. Singh 72741. 


5. Ischaemum bombaiense Bor, J. Bombay Nat. Hist. 
Soc. 49: 165. 1950. (Poaceae) 

Flowering and Fruiting: September-November. 

Habitat: Grows along the banks of streams. 
Distribution: India, Endemic to Gujarat, Maharashtra, 
Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh. 

Specimen examined: Chhattisgarh, Bilaspur district, 
Watroofnagar, 10.03.1971, C. P. Arora 3956. 

Notes: This species is closely allied to I. rugosum Salisb., 
but can easily be distinguished by larger spikelets and in 
the presence of nodules on the upper glumes of both ses¬ 
sile and pedicelled spikelets (Singh & Rao, 2008). 

6. Mitracarpus hirtus (L.) DC., Prodr. [A. P. de Candolle]

Flowering and Fruiting: October-March. 

Habitat: Grows on the forest floor in moist deciduous 
forests. 

Distribution: Peninsular India. 

Specimen examined: Chhattisgarh, Korea district, 
Chanwaridand forest range, 23.02.2014, R. K. Singh 72743. 

7. Sida mysorensis Wight & Arn., Prodr. FI. Ind. Orient. 1:

Flowering and Fruiting: October-March. 

Habitat: Grows on the forest floor in moist deciduous 
forests. 

Distribution: Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Gujarat, 
Karnataka, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Megha¬ 
laya, Orissa, Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu and West Bengal. 

Specimen examined: Chhattisgarh, Korea district, 
Biharpur forest range, 25.02.2014, R. K. Singh 72792. 

Notes: Earlier reported from Hoshangabad, Indore, 
Rewa and Shahdol districts of Madhya Pradesh. 

8. Solanum aculeatissimum Jacq., Icon. Pl. Rar. [Jacquin]

Flowering and Fruiting: October-April. 

Habitat: Grows in open places along forest outskirts. 
Distribution: Northeast India and Peninsular India. 
Specimen examined: Chhattisgarh, Korea district, 
Hansdev forest range, 24.02.2014, R. K. Singh 72768. 

9. Solanum sisymbriifolium Lam., Tabl. Encycl. 2: 25. 
1794. (Solanaceae) 

Flowering and Fruiting: September-April. 

Habitat: Grows along edges of forests. 
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Distribution: Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Delhi, 
Gujarat, Jharkhand, Kerala, Karnataka, Maharashtra, 
Manipur, Meghalaya, Odisha, Punjab, Sikkim, Tamil 
Nadu, Tripura, Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal. 

Specimen examined: Chhattisgarh, Korea district, 
Hansdev forest range, 24.02.2014, R. K. Singh 72767'. 
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
